Illinois Department ot Agriculture, who 
are so distributed throughout the state 
as to'enable them to examine the condi- 
tion ot the growing crop in each locality. 
The wheat area of tbe state during the 
past ten years, has avoraged 2,637,434 
acres which has returned an average 
yield of 34,769,518 bushels. The area 
seeded to winter wheat last fall in this 
•late was 2,317,291 acres, a decrease ot 
405 472 acres aa compared with the pro- 
ceeding year. The season is backward 
as compared with the aveerge years, and 
the damage to wheat by »inter killing 
cannot be definitely determined until the 
plant haa had some warm rains and grow- 
ing weather. In some of the southern 
counties, in not a few instances, one halt 
or more ot the area is reported wmter 
killed.—Springfield Journal, 10th.

Are the Aggressors—Polica 


Protection. 


CIIICAUU, Ii.i.., April 10.—On Tuesday 


morning a notice w»» posted at tha gate 
ol llie McCorailcte Keapor Factory an. 
nouoolns! that April 9th would bo pay- 
day lor such ol tho strikers as would re- 
turn to work. Yesterday while the woik 
ol paying was going on, about flvo hun- 
dred ot tho strikers were la tho Imraedl- 
utB vicinity diseasing aflalra. About 
noon a 'bus containing ton I'lnkertou po- 
llc;n drovo Irora the works, whero ther 
had been to assist In protecting property. 
Oa reaching the crowd the Pinkerton 
men suddenly opened flro upon them, 
mid volley alter volley ol shots wa3 llred 
Iu rapid succession. Tho traces of fllteeu 
bullets wcro lound In adjacent houses, 
ooinu of them barely missing women and 
children. One ol the bullots struck an 
aK<;d man, Ueor(?o Hutu, one ol tho 
strikers, who Is now lying at tho polut ol 
death Iu his house, C5'J Bluo Island Av- 
imne. 
That not more 
people 
were 


wounded or killed la almost a miracle. 
Tho men wore dumbfounded lor a ino- 
muiit. Then they stormed after the ve- 
lilclr, flrlui? fcvural shots. 
Officer Kollv. 


who wiia on the spot, gave the alarm fin 
ttiu polloo patrol and tho riukerton men 
were taken to tho Hluman Street Station, 
where It was thought advisable to trims- 
l<;r tho pi'lsouurs to the Twelfth Street 
HuUlon. 


Crowds of excited men followed the 


patrol to tho stations. Fottr ol the pris- 
oners were UlcutlUed us having tired In 
the direction ol thu spot where Roth lell. 
A henvy Colt ilvu-shooter revolver ol 
•1 l-callbcr wus taken from each of the 
prisoners. Two or three chambers were 
empty In each weapon. Tho prisoners, 
John Lyons, Hobt. McCollum, John Colo- 
mnu and Richard Hushes, are held In 
810,000 ball each, furnished by Cyrus H. 
MoCormlck, Jr., and Superintendent Rob- 
ertson ot 1'lnkerton'B agency. The fink-

ger, I spent an afternoon among iho deserted 
Halls and silent corridorK of the mission. The 
tiling of tho rotjf wan alinoBt concealed be- 
neath, moss, but tho h«avy tlmbi-r», fuuelfuily 
carved, teemed only to have been put In last 
week. Doubtless Will 8. will exhibit u speci- 
men of this artistic work oa hU return to Ue 
calur, He has one. Several swarms of been 
occupy the ruins in the p. acefut company 
of a baud of sheep.

Tho town has no street railroad, no gas or

There are now two 
dallies, and two more are soon to spring up— 
to flourish for a day, sicken and die. The fol- 
lowing denominations have church edifices— 
naptlsl, Presbyterian, Methodist, MothodlBt 
South, Episcopal, Unitarian and Roman Cath- 
olic. Tho school facilities are excellent. Soci- 
ety la established and good. Generally one 
meets people of cultivation, refinement and 
genial social qualities.

A New Jersey paper says: The ri- 


valry among the raisers of heavy 
porkers in Burlington co mty, New 
Jersey, has been greater this year 
than ever before, and three of the 
leading farmers of New Hanover 
township have 
beeu contending 


fiercely for the championship, which 
entitles the winner to the gold rnndn.1 
offered by a Trenton firm of pork- 
packers, the winner to hold it for 
three years against all competitors. 
Joseph Carter killed hia hogs re- 
cently, and 20 average i 843 pound*, 
the heaviest weighing 1,050 pounds. 
It was conceded next to impossible 
to exceed this average. But Taylor 
Devinney, who lives nestr Wrights 
town, achieved the honor of having 
raised the heaviest lot on record.
